But, my friends, why haven’t we interna- 
flonal bimetallism? is it vecause there is 
no sentiment in Europe? On the contra- 
ry, there is sentiment there. and the senti- 
ment is so strong that the French Govern- 
ment joined with us in sending an ambas- 
sador to England, and in ngland the 
sentiment was so strong that a petition 
wae sent to the English overnment.signed 
by the leading labor organizations of Eng- 
land, asking for international bimetallism 
—seo strong that a report was presented 
while our commission was there, a report 
signed by ten out of fourteen members of 
a commission appointed to investigate the 
condition of agriculture, and the ten out 
of the fourteen declare that the gold stan- 
dard was destructive to English agricukure 
and pointed to bimetallism as the only re- 
Mef for the English farmer. (Applause). 
But why, my friends, did the Englieh Gov- 
ernment refuse to listen to the laborers 
and the farmers? Because, on the 22d day 
of September, 1897, the bankers of London 
met at the cleari house, behind 
doors, and, pledg to secrecy, declared 
that the gold standard was all right. The 
English bankers, so few in number that 
they can meet in the clearing house, or 
termined the policy of England and ng- 
land determined the policy of Europe, and 
Europe will determine the policy of the 
United States as long as the Republican 
party is in power. 


I have been asked why I am not willing 
to drop the money question. I replied: 
“Because the money question won't drop 
us.” I know not what others may desire 
or what they may be willing to do, but I 
am not willing that our declaration against 
the gold standard shall be dropped as Jong 
us a handful of English financiers can deter- 
mine the financial policy of 70,000,000 of 
American people. And some eay that if 
we will not drop the money question we 
ought to drop the ratio of 16 to l. When 
you find a man opposed to 16 to 1 inquire 
and you will find that he was never in 
favor of it, and then inquire again and you 
will find that there is no other ratiothat he 
is in favor of. We denounced international 
bimetallism as a delusion and a snare in 
1896. It has been proved to be 6o since 1896. 
We declared for the ratio of 16 to 1 in 18%, 
and no party has risen to advocate any 
other ratio but 16 to 1. 

Until some other party proposes someé 
other ratio and tries to secure bimetallism 
at some other ratio there is no reason why 
we should discuss ratio with them. The 
ratio. of 16 to lw decided upon, not at 
the Chicago convention, but at the prima- 
ries which elected delegates to attend the 
Chicago convention. The ratio of 16 to 1 
had been submitted to the people and those 
who wanted it in 1896 are in favor of it now. 
And they know why they are in favor of 
it. The ratio of 16 to 1 is the ratio at which 
our gold and silver coins now circulate, 
We simply aek reinstatement of the law 
that was on the s @tute books—where it 
was before the act of demonetization was 
secretly passed. We simply want to re- 
new by law what was done by law. They 
struck silver down ~ law; we raise it up 
by law; they close the mints by law; we 
open them by law. (Applause). They give 
gold a monopoly in mint privileges bl] law; 
we expect to give a competitor by law, the 
old competitor we had, 

My friends, you will hear people say that 
they don’t object to silver if we will only 
open the mints at the bullion ratio or the 
commercial ratio. 


It is only when a gold man commences 
to talk money that he forgets all that he 
knows of other subjects. When people ask 
us to drop our fight on the money question 
and ‘fight the trusts, I remember that the 
Republican party is to-day preparing to 
organize a trust more potent for evil 
than all the industrial trusts combined, 
There in a bili now before Congress, re- 
ported by the Republican committee, that 
turns over to the national banks the abso- 
lute contro! of the paper money of this 
country. It provides for the retirement of 
the greenbacks by an issue of bonds draw- 
ing 2% per cent; it provides that banks 
shall be permitted to issue up to the par 
value of bonds, and with the 1 per cent tax 
on circulation, and this shall be reduced to 
a small fraction of 1 per cent.

QUORUM 


Gesort to Extreme Measures in Order 
to Pass the Amended Nesbitt 
Election Bill, Which Ap- 
plies to St. Louis. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. April 


6. Louls wh'ch was engrossed in the 
House this morning after an exciting con- 
test, and after a quorum had been counted 
by the Democrats which meant the appiy- 
ing of Reed rules to a Missouri Legisia- 
dure, changes the present law in but a few 
important points. It provides for the ap- 
pointment of three commissioners by the 
Governor, two Democrats and one Repub- 
lican, to be confirmed by the Senate. The 
majority members of the board are to 
have the appointment of the entire clerical 
force of the office of the Election Commis- 
sioners. The salaries of the commissioners 
remain as they are now. The judges and 


clerks of the elections are to be appo.nted 
by the commissioners from the two leading 
politica] parties, and these appointments 
ere not subject to confirmation by the 
judges of the Circuit Court. 

It is intended to separate the judiciary 
from the election a= es so a Demo- 
crat has said in speaki of the bill. The 
other provisions of the bill do not make any 
material changes in the present law. 

The oontest on engrossing the bill was 
unusual. After all manner of filibustering 
tact.cs had been used by the Republican 
leaders, James, Tubbs and O'Failon, to 
prevent a vote be.ng taken on the Dill, 
@ motion for the previous question pre- 
vailed. The question then was the adoption 
of the substitute. The Republicans de- 
manded the roll call but on.y 13 of. them 
voted when their names were called out 
of some 28 present. Most of them sat in 
their seats and said nothing. They wanted 
the record to show that the subs itute had 
been adopted w.thout a quorum, when if 
the bill should pase, the courts would de- 
clare it invalid. The vote resulted 5] to 13. 

The Republicans kept quiet, but Kneisley 
“caught on,.”’ and he promptly demanded 
a call of the House because the vote 
showed no quorum had voted. Hall of 
Sa.ine shouted to Knelsiey: 

“What do you want to raise that ques- 
tion for since the ether side did not raise 
it?’’ ; 

Knelisiey replied that he knew Mr. James 
was too good a lawyer not to know that if 
the substitute was adopied without a quo- 
rum of 71 members being present the law 
wvuuld be null and void if passed. It re- 
quired a quorum to be presen: to ‘transact 
any kind of legislation. Sergeant-at-Arms 
Bass was directed to lock the door and to 
permit no one to leave the hall. This was 
done and ihe call was completed, showing 
65 members present and answering to their 
names. Then the real fun began. James 
made the point of order that the vote had 
been announced on the substitute and hence 
the call came too late, but the Speaker 
overruled him 

Then Kneleley read off a list of names 
of Republicans who were present but who 
did not respond to their names, and moved 
that whelr names be entered on the journal 
as being present. Tubbs jumped to his feet 
and seconded the motion, declaring he was 
giaa the Democrats were ready to apply 

eed rules. The Democrats cheered this 
lustily. Enough names were entered to 
make 72 members present, one more than a 
quorum. Tubbs then made the point of 
order that, since a quorum was present, the 
doore should be unlocked, and the Speaker 
sustained him, but in his hurry to get the 
bill engrossed he failed to instruct the Ser- 
keant-at-Arms to hock the door. In the 
meantime a motion had been adopted to 
fine any member Who wae present if he 
left the hall without leave.

SHOT DOWN 


Mrs. Eckroat Swears Mrs. 
George Is the Murderess. 


WITNESSED THE’ TRAGEDY. 


THE MOST DRAMATIC INCIDENT 
OF THE TRIAL. 


During the Damaging Testimony the 
Prisoner’s Eyes Glittered, as She 
Glared at the Witness, but Gave 
No Sign of Weakening. 


From @ Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
CANTON, O., April 15.—The States mys- 
terious witness in the trial of Mrs. Anna 
WH. George for the murder of George D. 
Saxton ~zroved to be Mrs. Christine keck- 
roat. nd she was all the prosecution 
claimed for her—the star witness of the 
trial. Two days ago your correspondent 
gave the name of this woman and stated 
that ehe would be placed on the stand, She 
testified to-day upon almost precisely the 
lines indicated in the Post-Dispatch, with 
ali the eurroundings of siellar attraction 
in the witness box. 
. Mrs. Eckroat swore that she witnessed 
/the ghooting of George D. Saxton, and she 
positively identified Mrs. Anna E. George 
as the guilty woman. She told a straight- 
forward story that was not dDroken under a 
severe cross-examination. Toward the end 
she frankly admitted her addiction to the 
morphine habit, a@act which will be used 
to discredit her testimony. Mrs. Eckroat’s 
etory was corroborated in part by the ev- 


idence of her daughter, Mrs. Loreta Hu- 
wig, who saw the last two shots fired into 
Saxton'’s body by a woman whom she 
could not identify. 

It was a dramatic court scene. Mrs. 
George sat with eyes fastened hard upon 
the witness during the calm and connected 
recital of incidents and description of 
scenes. She was not feazed for a moment. 
Her eyes glittered, the lines vf her mouth 
were compressed, her body erect as an 
athlete never wavered. An occasional 
motstening of her lips and a tapping of 
the table with her gloved hand was the 
only signs of what must have been a 
mighty etrain of nerves. 

Her anxiety was more ’appafent during 
the cross-examination. Her eyes fairly 
shone with the hope that the questioning 
and crosse-questioning of her lawyer might 
drive the feeble old witness to hysteria. 
But that did not happen. 

Mrs. Eeckroat was slow in grasping ques- 
tions, but ther story was not seriously 
shaken. After the credibility of morphine 
users as witnesses will be raised in argu- 
ment and evidence by the defense. There 
was no method of keeping suchwitnesses 
out of the box to-day. 


Mrs, George faced another trying ordeal. 
It was when former Police Sergeant Has- 
ler testified to the recovery of a revol- 
ver, which was alleged to have been used 

y the accused woman in shooting Saxton. 

His evidence, as given, was also anticipated 
by the Post-Dispatch several days ago. The 
weapon was produced in court. Hasler told 
where he found it. He was ready to 
say that Mayor Rice had told him where the 
weapon was hidden and had inetructed him 
to bring it to him, Rice, who was Chief 
of Police, by virtue of his office as Mayor, 
was also retained by Mre. George as her 
counsel immediately after arrest. The con- 
nection between Mrs. George and the re- 
Volver was not shown in evidence, because 
it would have disclosed privileged and con- 
fidential relations between client and coun- 
sel. Hasler admitted that he denied to 
Mayor Rice that he had discovered the 
revolver. 
As evidence disclosed, the weapon cut 
eomething of a figure in politics. Hasler 
was a candidate for the nomination of City 
Marshal on the Democratic municipal 
ticket this spring, and was defeated. He 
Said that he did not tell of the discovery 
of the weapon except to the. Prosecuting 
Attorney, because he thought it might in- 
ure his chances of getting the nomination. 
t shows that Hasler had studied the trend 
of sympathy. Ambitions and crushed hopes 
in politics are likewise brought out in 
other lines. 

Mr, Welty, who defends Mrs. George, was 

an wuneuccessful candidate for the last 
Democratic Gubernatorial nomination. It 
is alleged that Rice, who wants this nomi- 
nation next autumn, was unfriendly to 
Welty’s aspirations, 
Mr. Welty, when asked as to hig appear- 
ance asa candidate, merely said that he 
would not seek the nomination this year, 
It is charged that Col. Monnett’s defeat 
for the mayoralty on the Democratic 
ticket last week, was due to Rice’s treach- 
ery. James Grant, who is assisting the 
prosecution, was defeated by Rice in the 
mayoralty race two years ago, and the two 
are bitter personal enemies. 

If Rice ts callea by the defetise to testify 
that he never instructed Hesler to get the 
revolver he will be cross-examined by 
Grant in @ mranner likely to entertain the 
onlookers,

Hight-Year-Old Son Who Was tor

In the parlor of a little home, out in the 
southwestern part of the city, is a small, 
white coffin, in which reposes the body of 
little Willle Schmidt.

The physician exam- 
ined hie patient, and asked if Willie had 
fallen or received a blow on the head or 
opene. Nothing of the kind, the mother 
thought, had occurred, until, suddenly.

It is of the utmost importance to clear away confusion 
from the trust question that the powers and duties of 
Btate Legislatures and courts, and the powers and duties of 
Congress and the Federal courts may be clearly defined 
and understood, so that legislators and law officers, State 
‘and national, may thoroughly understand what they can 
do and what ttey ought to do to protect the people from 
the trusts. 

The people ought to be thoroughly informed of State and 


Mational powers and duties, so that they may hold theim 


State Legislatures and Congress, their State Attorney-Gen- 
erals and their Federal law officers to an effective per- 
formance of duty. 

Attorney-General Griggs’ statement that the States must 
deal with trusts except in transportation, and his sneering 
remark that the people who have most reason to dread the 
trusts are those who have invested in them, has confused 
the public mind. 

Both the Federal and State authorities may deal with the 
transportation combines, which are, in many cases, potent 
aids to industrial and commercial combines. As quasi

The most powerful and substantial class of trusts is com-

The Standard Oj! Trust is a good example of this class. 
YT example is the Coal Trust, which combines all the 
powers for evil—control of the mines, control of the 
s and unlawful combination and conspiracy to reg- 
| prices. 
These are the most dangerous trusts and the most difficult 
But they may be reached. The States may reach 
them through the corporation laws, through taxation 
Which will extract the monopoly values from their hold- 
ings, and through legislation to prevent unlawful combina- 
tions and contracts. The Federal authorities may reach 
them through legislation to prevent interstate commerce by 
combinations and conspiracies in restraint of production 
and trade. . 

It will require the vigorous use of all the powers of the 
Mational government ‘and of the States to crush the trusts 
of all classes. The people must get together to that end.

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THE BOSS WITHOUT A CONSCIENCE. 


As the corporation has no soul, so the boss has no con- 
science. 

This seems to be admitted by Mr. Richard Croker, who 
is probably the most skillful and successful boss in the 
country. 

In his testimony before the Mazet Committee Mr. Croker 
not only owned up to the offenses charged against him, 
but maintained that there was nothing wrong in what he 
had done. He is in the world to make money, according to 
his own statement, and he brags that he has made a good 
deal. 

He also admits that he is the Government. Hé does not 
say, “The State, that’s me,” but that is because, although 
Superior to syntax, he never heard of Louis XIV. But he 
made his meaning clear. He told how he dictated all ap- 
pointments in the New York City govérnment, controlled 
Aldermen, arranged nominations and directed legislation. 

Mr. Croker also told how he looked after city contracts. 
He saw to it that Democrats were let in on the ground 
floor. Even judges were compelled to select only Democrats 
as referees, and singularly enough they were all pleasing 
to Mr. Croker. One judge ventured to use his own pleasure 
or one occasion, but something happened to him speedily. 
He has an interest in many corporations which have con- 
tracts for public work, or which depend upon official favor 
for their profits, and he admits that he has grown very rich. 
He is full of conimissions, rake-offs and profits. 

The interesting feature in these disclosures is that Mr. Cro- 
ker doesn’t seem to see anything wrong in all this. Ordinary 
men may need a conscience or a sense of right and wrong, 
but the boss gets on best without that regulator. 

And yet Mr. Croker’s word is law in New York. Officials 
are his creatures, business men fear him, corporations 
dicker with him and thugs love him. The man without a 
conscience is supreme. 

The gubernatorial candidate who could assure President 
McKinley of the Illinois delegation in the Republican Na- 
tional Convention next year might get some Administration 
encouragement. As it is, the President cannot openly sym- 
pathize with Yerkes or any other party friend who wants 
to be Governor.

NO DESPAIR IN NATURE. 


On Feb. 14 the thermometer ranged from @4 to 40 degrees 
below zero all over the country. Yet to-day the woods and 
fence corners are dotted with blooming anemones and wild 
violets—the first of spring flowers.

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Trust Forms Described—Federal and State Powers and Effective 
Legal Remedies Defined. 
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In response to a request for an article 
showing what can be done and what he 
Proposes to do to protect the people of 
Missouri from the trusts’ oppression, At- 
torney-General Crow contributes the fol- 
lowing to the Sunday Post-Dispatch: 


Section 1, article 2, of the Bill of Rights of 
the State of Missour!, provides that “All 
government of right originates from the 
ay Aes is founded upon their will only and 

instituted solely for the good of the 
whole.’ 

Section 4, of article?, declares that ‘All 
constitutional government is intended to 
promote the general welfare of the people; 
that all persons have the natura! right to 
i * the enjoyment of the gains of their 
own industry; that to give security te these 
things is the principal office of government, 
and that when government does not confer 
this secuirty It fails of tts chief design.”’ 
_If these propositions are correct, the 
State should have authority tn the exercise 
of its governmental power to pass any laws 
which it might deem necessary for the pro- 
tect:on of one class of fersons against the 
ag oe uf another class. If this is true 
a State Legislature may, in the exercise of 
the police power, place a limitation upon 
the freedom of contract which it may deem 
necessary for the protection of one class ‘of 
persons against the oppression of another 
class. This is the storm center around 
which the legal battle in the courts 8 
been, is being. and wilil be fought con 
ing the constitutionality of anti-trust legis- 
ation, 

The peoste should fully awaken to 
exact legal position the trusts have tak 
in defending their organization. | 

The defender of the trust in the courts 
argues that the Fourteenth Amendment to 
the Constitution of the Unied States de- 
Clares that no “State shall deprive any per- 
6on of life, liberty or property without due 
process of law.”’ 

That at least in thirty-three States the 
Constitution secures to all men the natural 
inherent and inalienable right to enjoy and 
defend their liberty. 

That in at least thirty States the right of 
property is recognized by statements in the 
Conatitution that all men have a right lto 
acquire, possess and protect property. 

That the word “iiberty’’ in these State 
and Federal constitutional provisions 
cludes the right to acquire propery, alfred 
that means and includes the rignt to 
force contracts. ; 

That the organization of a trust is 
a contract among the dealers in or the 
manufacturers of a certain commodity t 
the sale of their property and the corduct 
of their business. Theref>re, trust organ- 
izers are protected by the Federal and 
State constitutional provisions in mak: 
contracts to combine the differen: manu- 
facturers of, and dealers in, the same iine 
of commodities to place a restraint 
trade and commerce. 

The logical result of this is that trusts 
and combines are above and beyond 1 
reach of the law. 

That neliher iegislative nor judicial pow 
can reach them, because of constitution 
protection.

Un tnis principle tnat when the conduct 
of a pe.son or combination of persons 
affects prejudicially the interests of the 
pubiic, government has, as a protector of 
society, jurisdiciion over such acts. The 
Federal Supreme Court in what is known 
as the “elevator case’s (M U. S. p. 113), heid 
that the General Assembly of illinois had 
the power to limit the freed@m of contract 
between tne owners of grain elevators and 
persons who dealt with them by fixing by 
iaw the maximum charges for the storage 
of grain in warehouses, 


The elevator owners had a monopoly and 
naturally abused this power, and as a pro- 
tection to persons dealing with them and 
the consuming public from the oppression 
which enevitably resulted, the Legislature 
b Statute regulated the warehouse 
charges. The warehouse men were vendors 
of their warehouse privileges; they made 
contracts for the sale of the same. To 
protect the public who were purchasers of 
these warehouse privileges from extortion- 
ate prices, made possible by a monopoly of 
the sale of the privileges, the police power 
of the State stepped in and regulated the 
price.

A singular exhibition of the enforcement 
of the Federal anti-trust law enacted as its 
title reads, “To protect trade and com- 
merce from unlawful restrains and monopo- 
lies,”’ is to be observed in the case of United 
States vs. Workingmen’s Amalgamated 
Council of New Orleans (4 Fed. Rep., PD- 
994) and the Debs case (62 Fed. Rep., p. 803), 

rowing out of the strike of the American 

allway Union in Chicago, in June, 1894, 
caused by the refusal of members of the 
union to handle the Pullman cars. 

In the New Orleans case a strike of the 
draymen and warehousemen of that city, 
brought on as a result the general discon- 
tinuance of labor in that city, including the 
transportation of goods forming a part_of 
interstate and foreign commerce. The 
strikers were not railway employes and the 
interstate commerce act could not be > 
But the Federal anti-trust law of 1890 was 
sought and a Federal ‘District Judge held 
that an injunction woulc lie against the 
drayvmen and warehousemen of that city. 

“The Judge stated that although the stat- 
ute had its origin in the tyranny of com- 
bined capital, yet before its final passage 
he believed the subject had so broadened 
in the minds of the legislators that they 
mafie the interdiction include combinations 
of labor as well as of capital, and all com- 
binations in restraint of commerce, with- 
out reference to the character of the per- 
sons who entered into them.,”’ 

It has been suggested that it Is a strange 
thing that the power of Congress to regu- 
late commerce should, through the appli- 
cation of a law against trusts and monopo- 
lies, be used to enjoin striking draymen in 
New Orleans. But the influence of the 
power of improved locomotion upon the 
thoughts and actions of our people and our 
courts has been very strongly and clearly 
shown and but little considered. 

In the Chicago case the Attorney-General 
of the United States petitioned the Federal 
Court to enjoin the strikers from interfer- 
ence with interstate commerce-under the 
anti-trust law of the Federal Government 
and the writ was granted. It was based 
upon the right of the Federal courts to 
protect interstate commerce from obstruc- 
tion.

STRIAL TRUSTS. 

These trusts are divided into 
classes usually: 

First—Such as are created by a union or 
combination of a number of corporations or 
companies. In this class the stock is trans- 
ferred to a Board of Trustees. 

Second Class—This class consists of cor- 
porations that have acquired control of 
other corporations by ty | their 
stock. This form of trust was originated 
to escape the force of the decisions deny- 
ing corporate power to enter a copartner- 


ship. 

third class: This class includes those 
corporations organized for the purpose of 
and which do purchase the plants, includ- 
ing the real estate and machinery, stock 
in trade, good will, and business of a 
number of corporations, firms or individu- 
ale engaged in a particular branch of busi- 
ness. Payment for the purchased property 
is made usually in the stock of the vendee. 
The owners of the stock of the vendor and 
vendee corporations in these cases are us- 
ually the same persons. 

The legal and equitable title of the prop- 
erty of the associated corporations is vest- 
ed in the “trust” and it conducts the busi- 
ness as it was conducted before or sus- 
pends the operation of different plants, as

Of course the public have an interest in 
every business in which an Individual of- 
fers his wares, hie merchandise, his ser- 
vices, or his accommodations to the pub- 
lic; but this offer does not necessarily 
piace him at the mercy of the public in 
respect to his business and prices. 

So long as he keeps his business in the 
ordinary Hne of buying and selling, influ- 
enced and controlled alone by the law of 
supply and demand as controlled by com- 
petition, he has no doubt a legal right io 
regulate his own charges. But whenever 
the merchant joins with other merchants 
Or dealers to affect the market, in which 
the public must purchase their commod!- 
ties, and to enabie such merchant and 
those who join with him to affect the public 
interest by a withdrawal of competition 
and the conseauent restraint of the sale of | 
commodities, then certainly the public have 
an interest in the transaction, end public 
policy will demand that those engaged in 
such combination or trust so enjoy their 
own property in such manner as not to in- 
jure that of others.

“A MERE PRETENSE OF FOOD.” 


INSPECTOR-GENERAL SEVERELY 
CRITICISED ARMY RATIONS. 


He Also Detected a Strong Offensive 
Odor About the Canned Beef Is- 
sued to the Poor and 
Sick Cubans. 


WASHINGTON, April 15.—In testimony 
before the beef court of inquiry to-day, 
Gen. Joseph C. Breckinridge, the In- 
Spector-General of the United States Army, 
Said that he thought the corned roast beef 
furnished the troops in Cuba during the 
war and since then, the war of the island, 
“A mere pretense of food.”’ 

Gen. John C. Gilmore, Adjutant-General 
of the army on Gen. Miles’ staff, was the 


first witness before the Court of Inquiry 
to-day. 

He was examined with especial reference 
to testimony given by Capt. Aspinwall, in 
command of she transport Manitoba, which 
carried a cargo of beef to Porto Rico. Capt. 
Aspinwall had getated that Gen. Gilmore 
suggested to him after the vessel become 
stranded \in the harbor at Ponce that the 
beef should de thrown overboard, saying 
that if ears he would give an order 
to that effect he captain’s testimony to 
this effect was read to Gilmore. 

= *t remember a word of it,” he 
said. ‘“‘l am positive I would not have 
told him to throw the heef overboard, be- 
cause I am not given to making remarks 
of that kind. In fact, I don’t recall any 
conversation with Capt. Aspinwall what- 
ever. 

Col. Charles Bird, in charge of rail and 
water transportation in the Quartermaster 
General’s office, expressed the opinion that 
the Government could have saved money by 
buying beeves on the hoof, killing them in 
Cuba and Porto Rico and keeping the meat 
in refrigerators. He had expressed this 
opinion to Col. Davis of Gen. Eagan’s of- 
fice, while the war was in progress. 

Col. Bird also gave particulars concern- 
ing the purchase of transports at the be- 

inning of the war. Referring to Gen. 

iles’ recommendations on this head he 
said: “We felt the need of securing the 
most suitable vessels as sharply as did 
Gen. Miles.”’ 

He said that while the contract with 
Swift & Co. had required that the firm 
should build its own refrigerators on the 
transports they had not been required in 
any instance to do so, as all the transports 
were equipped with refrigerators before the 
beef shipments began. 

Gen. J. C. Breckinridge also expressed the 
opinion that it would have been possible to 
land a limited number of cattle in Cuba 
after the troops secured footing there. He 
thought the landing of live stock about the 
easiest task set the army in Cuba, as they 
landed themselves. He was also of the 
opinion that cattle might have been held 
in the island, as grass and water were plen- 
tiful. “It would have been as easy for the 
cattle to carry themselyes as it was for 
the mules to carry them,” he said, lacon- 
ically. 

Speaking of the canned roast beef, Gen. 
Breckinridge said he had eaten it and 
found it to be unpalatable. “To my mind,”’ 
he sa‘d, “it was a mere pretense of food. 
I tried giving it away to others in whom I 
was interested, but did not succeed to any 
appreciable extent.’’ 

He had concluded that the canned beef 
was well to avoid. 

Gen. Breckinridge also stated that he was 
recently present in Havana when a quan- 
tity of canned beef was distributed among 
Cuban indigents. “I felt interested,’’ he 
sa‘d, “because I thought the rations given 
to those people shoulg be beyond question. 
I was present at two issues and I found 
the canned beef giving out a most offen- 
sive odor. I saw the meat myself and I 
tave no doubt that some of it was decayed.” 

This was about the time of the condemna- 
tion of the canned goods at Havana. 

Col. L. Smith, of the Commissary De- 
partment, was recalled. He said’he had no 
recollection of having told Capt. Pomeroy 
depot quartermaster at Ponce, that the 
contractors had a chemical process for the 
preservation of fresh beef for 72 hours, 
and he was confidant that he had made 
no such statement. On the contrary, his 
interpretation of the contract was that the 
conractors agreed that the meat should be 
preserved for only 2% hours after being 
taken from the ship. He said no canned 
beef had been issued to the troops when 
fresh was ava'‘lable. 

“Under actual conditions what form of 
beef is preferred by the troops in Cuba 
at esent?’’ asked Col. Davis. 

“Without a doubt the refrigerator beef,”’ 
he replied, “if it can be supplied regularly. 
We can handle it more economically than 
beef on the hoof.’ He also said he would 
prefer refrigerator in time of war. 

Col. Charles Smart, deputy surgeon, 
stated that he had made a chemica! an- 
nalys's of two cans of beef recently, and 
found that with the exception of a slight 
excess of protoids this meat compared in 
most respects with fresh beef in the point 
of nutrive qualities. 

At the afternoon session of the court Prof. 
W. O. Atwater, professor of chemist at 
the Wesleyan University, in Connecticut. 
gave details of his investigation of the 
canned roast beef supplied to the army dur- 
ing the Spanish war, from specimens furn- 
ished him by the court. He also detailed 
ae of experiments made with the 

eef. 

Prof. Atwater said he had made a test 
for preservatives, but found none. There 
was nothing disagreeable in the taste ex- 
cept that the meat was somewhat insipid, 
~~ to the absence of salt. He found 
that In the matter of protoide fate the prin- 
cipal nutriment of meat, the corned beef 
exceeds ordinary fresh beef. The appear- 
ance of the beef Indicated that it had been 
boiled for a considerable time, and that

It has been stated that the father went 
away after a mutual agreement with Mrs. 
Callaway to separate, and that the separa- 
tion was caused by the boy’s misconduct. 
It is sald that he smothered the affection 
that his father held for him by deeds com- 
mitted prior to the murder. The young man 
caused many disagreements between his 
father and mother. The last was said 
to have been more serious than any of its 
predecessors. It is said that husband and 
wife mutually agreed to separate. The 
mother elected to remain with the son, 
despite his conduct. The father washed his 
hands of the prodigal, quitted him for good 
and all and went away. 

If this be true, the prodigal wrecked his 
own family, caused his loving parents. who 
had gone through Wfe together and were 
nearing its close, to leave each other's 
arms, take shelter under separate roofs 
and seek solace among strangers; 
he virtually drove the father out of doors, 
who had tolled years that the prodi- 
gal might waste the hard-won  earn- 
ings in riotous revelry, that leads but to 
prison houses and the death trap. 

The weariness of his son's misdoings 
grew upon the father with days. When he 
came tv St, Louls a month ago and viewed 
for himself the boy's life, the end of en- 
durance came, 

It is suid that before departing the father 
mate a financial arrangement with his 
wife, whereby she should be provided for 
during the remainder of her life. This ex- 
planation of the disappearance has it that 
the prodigal Was not notified of what had 
occurred, which makes plain the reason 
for his ignorance as to the cause of his 
father’s going away. 

The prodigal called upon an attorney 
in, the Commercial building March B& 
and said he wanted to file a eross 
bill in the geuit for divorce 
‘by his wife. Callaway was greatly 
agitated. He said the filing of the petition 
by his wife had injured him greatly in a 
certain quarter. That if she should secure 
the divorce it would greatly interfere with 
his financial prospects for the future. He 
said he wanted to file a cross bill to help 
him out. , 

The attorney namied his fee. Callaway 
eaid he would procure the money the same 
day and return on the day following to pay 
it. However, he did not return at all. he 
one time was the last that the attorney 
saw or heard of him until the tragedy, 

Mrs, Callaway’s friends, with whom she 
is stopping, decline to allow her to be in- 
terviewed. They say the strain under 
which her son’s peril and her husband’s 
absence have placed her has tmpaired her 
health to such an extent that she cannot 
bear up under the ordeal of talking to 
strangers.

We are not yet so du 
generate that murder has beeome ‘‘fashion- 
able’ in our midst. The effects of sensa- 
tional journalism may be bad, but the 
have not yet displayed any s h extremely 
evij result. Neither re our Peapie growh 
so weak that they “Are ready to deliver 
over the prosecution of crimina!s by their 
public officers to a news company as ath 
adjunct to hysteric journalism, or for the 
benefit of any volunteer attorney in search 
of ne@toriety. 

There has been no “laxity of pubile offi- 
clals"’ in this office, In endeavors to punis 
crime, and there is no necessity for any 
irresponsible and gratulious attempt if 
bring pressure to bear elther on the Judges 
or State's attorneys who may have to tf 
felonies committed. No cases have been 
“unnecessarl.y delayed; the statement that 
such is a fact is unequivocally false. Never 
before has the docket been so promptly 
tried and rapidiy reduced. Casea could not 
be disposed of more effectively. Less cases 
have mn dilemissed, less criminals have 
gone to the workhouse and more to the 

tentiary than ever before. At the same

disposition has been shown to protect the 
innocent and accord each defendant his

We have always endeavored to be sensible 
and courteous in permitting special counsel 
to assist us, oy the danger always 
exists that jurors will regard their prasence 
as converting a public into a private prose- 
cution.

United States Army in the Philippines has 
done in the past month—the first at real 
war. The capture of the town of Santa 
Ana by King's Brigade is a fair example. 

For nights there had been warnings of 
attack, but nothing came. We were or- 
dered to allow the insurgents every liberty, 
and they took full advantage, We were 
not permitted to cross their lines. Officers 
and men had been worked up to a pitch 
of exasperation by the sneers and gestures 
of the Filipinos, who inferred from the pas- 
sive submission of the American troops that 
the Yankee dare not fight. That was an- 
other lesson the plucky but misguided little 
fellows had to learn. Now remember, I 
have always expressed my respect for the 
brevery of the Filipino and my sympathy 
for him in this predicament. The Aguinaldo 
Cabinet must be held responsible for what 
happened, which was this: 

It was just 2:40 in the morning when the 
insurgents began the attack on our out- 
posts. At that moment the First Washe- 
Iingt6n Nad Wik coémpAffes at our front, 


supporting blockhouse No. ll. This gallant 
regiment had been «he delight of the bri- 
gade commander for weeks past. It was so 
soldierly, so well drilled and so thorough 
in every duty 

Now it had to lie down in the rice ficids 
and answer as best it could @ rasping fire 
coming 14 three directions from across the 
stream—a narrow estuary of the Pasig that 
formed the dividing line between Manila 
limits and the territory of the insurgents. 

Every minute the fire grew hotter. The 
Saad bad bean taugeh that thes hes 
only to advance and open fire and our fel- 
lows would go back. In the village behind 
the line, Paco, the insurgents occupied the 
church, and from there and from dozens of 
Nipa huts, fired on our orderiies and 
wounded m drifting back from the front. 
The momen?! saw this I ordered the de- 
struction of the huts, It took a fight to get 
the insurgents out of the church, but 
“that's another story.”’ 

So ugly was the fire in our front that the 
situation became almost unbearable, and at 
8 o'clock In the morning I wired to division 
headquarters begging permission to charge 
and clear the front.

EXPERT'S VIEW IS ACCEPTED. 


HE THINKS MEMORANDA NECES- 
SARY TO THE RECORD. 


“Black Book”’ and “Blue Book” Will 
Also Be Admitted As Evidence 
in the Trial of the United 
States Senator. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 15.—The prosecu- 
tion in the trial of ex-United Senator suc- 
ceeded to-day in having admitted as evi- 
dence the three books found tin Cashier 
Hopkins’ desk after the People’s Bank 
failure, and on the pages of which the 
commonwealth alleges will be found the evi- 
dences of conspiracy between Mr. Quay, 
late ex-State Treasurer Benjamin J. Hay- 
wood and John 8. Hopkins, the dead casn- 
ier. These books are the famous “red 


book.” over which the legal batile as to 
its admissibility hes waged since the early 
part of the week, which ended to-day in a 
complete victory for the prosecution and 
the others are those known as the “black 
book” and the “blue book.’ 

In the red Book, it is charged by 
prosecution, will be found caiculations by 
Hopkins of interest on State funds, on 
which interest was paid to then State 
Treasurer Haywood, and to Senator Quay. 
The ‘“‘black book’’ contains records and 
entries pertaining to stock transactions 
alleged to connect the defendant with Hop- 
kins In using State funds for speculation. 
The ‘“‘blue book" is asserted to be a record 
of individual loans made by Cashier Hop- 
kins and, it is charged, will show that 
Senator Quay was loaned money without 
security 

Throughout the trial there has been 
skirmish after skirmish between counsel 
as the line of evidence drew closer to 
the subject matter in the “red book." The 
placing on the stand yesterday, by District 
Attorney Rothermel of Meyer Goldsmith. 
precipitated the battle which routed the 
force of the defense of the point at issue. 

The decision was based entirely on the 
eanawer of the expert to the question: “Do 
you, tn your opinion as an expert, from an 
examination of the book known as the 
“red book.” consider it a book of the 
bank?’ and Mr. Goldsmith's reply, “It is 
undoubtedly a book of the bank.”

C., Dee. 16, and went aboard the transport Sara- 
toga. We were on water four days and nights. 
After arriving at Havana we remained on the 
boat a day. In the evening we marched to our 
camp. a distance of eight miles. We remaloed 
there a week and then proceeded to Marino. just 


outside the city. After a few days we entered 
the city, and here we are. doing provost duty 
four hours and off duty eight bours. 

In Havana barbor we saw the wreek of our 
battleship Maine. We bave also seen Morro Caaile. 
We are camped ic a beautiful park, with electric 
lights all around us. The longer we stay here 
the better we like it. In ebout another month 
we will bave the rainy season It will then be 
very unhealthy here. There have been very few 
serious cases of sickness in our regiment since 
we came down, though at present there afe 
about 300 of the boys leoned We bad orders 
to move to Morto Castile aad we went there 
clean the grounds and cut some brash. and 
it was there they got polsoned. 1 was lacky to 
enca it.

Mrs. Lizzie B. Churchill, widow of the 
man who committed sulcide at the Win- 
deck Apartment House and in his last hour 
wrote a farewell letter to the world, mer- 
cilessiy scoring her for alleged unwifely 
conduct, has made a etatement to the Post- 
Dispatch which she deems should be made 
to the public, in justice to herself. The 
letter shows that Churchill was a man of 
vagaries; an individual of moods, strange 
and contradictory; a man over whom a 
pall of apprehension seemed to have spread 
from the hour of his marriage, a period 
in man's life which is usually brightest and 
most hopeful. 

He could not emerge from the cloud of 
gloom, save for brief periods, and through 
it all was a desire for death, which prompt- 
ed attempts at suicide twice before death

Churchill was one of the few self-de- 
etroyers who sought to leave to the world 
a record of the sensations of a mortal while

“Be was taken home to Nevada, Mo., by 
his relatives a few days after the attempt 
at suicide. I kept the matter quiet and 
at his request I did not reveal it to his rel- 
atives. i returned to St. Louls early in 
March without notification. He came to 
our house and was admitted. He pleaded 
tearfully for forgiveness and I permitted 
tim to stay here, although I could not re- 
ceive him as my husband. He secured 
employment-shertly and I suggested that 
he go some place else and board. He ac- 
quiesced and went to 28% Locust street. 

“About ten days ago he moved to the 
Windeck. On Sunday last he came to. my 
home and asked me to resume the relaffons 
of husband and wife. I told him frankly 
that I would never do that, for the reason 
that our temperaments were entirely differ- 
ent and that I was afraid of him. I re- 
minded him of threats he had made and 
of the time when he entwined his fingers 
about my throat and told me how easy 
it would be to strangle me and that he 
would do it then if he thought that we 
were to ever be separated in life or death. 

“Tl also told him that I loved him no 
longer and that after all that had occur- 
red I did not think he could expect me to 
love him. I told him I wou'd not eeek a 
divorce, since sufficient notoriety had been 
in my life already. and that I would pass 
the rest of my days in seclusion, bearing 
his name. I asked him to do nothing to 
smirch that name and begged him to stay 
away from me and let me pass the reset of 
my days in peace since he had ruined what- 
ever of happiness that may have been in 
store for me.

This triple plan of defense was 
brought out unmistakably in the testimony 
of the score or more of witnesses who ap- 
peared before the committee to-day. The 
witnesses were of undoubted high standing 
in the community. They comprise doctors, 
lawyers and business men. All doctors 
were of the allopathic school, which is 
evidently considered by the defense a strong 
Oint in favor of their testimony, since 
he fight on Dr. Coombs is supposed to 
roceed partly from that school of medicine. 
n the cease of the business men, their 
testimony was weakened somewhat by the 
fact that each one has at some time re- 
celved trade from the asylum. One of the 
lawyers was Dr. Coombs’ counsel at the 
trial hefore the Board of Charities and 
Correction. 

On the first line of defense, — prong that 
the management of the institution by Dr. 
Coombs has been excellent, all the wit- 
nesses were very positive. This conten- 
tion loss importance from the fact that all 
the witnesses thus far against Dr. Codémbs, 
even to n. R. CC. Horne, the instigator 
of the whole investigation, have said that 
Dr. Coombs managed the asylum with sig- 
mal success; therefore, this point is in the 
ae of an acmitted fact.

The third line of testimony was in some 
cases very vaguo and in others very posi- 
tive. Some of the witness@a hesitated be- 
fore admitting that there was a conspiracy 
against Dr. Coombs, proceeding from the 
enmity of allopathic doctors and political 
opponents of the Governr. It was evident 
that they disliked to so decidedly take a 
stand which would bring upon them the 
condemnation of a considerable portion of 
their townspeople, for the town of Fulton 
is torn in twain over this Coombs affair 
and it lan't gcod business policy to have an 
opinion about it.

The managers of the meeting propose to 
make it the most tnteresting in the his- 
tory of the mission. 

Last night, the first religious service was 
held in the new quarters. It was the con- 
clusion of a prayer meeting that was begun 
at the old quarters at Sixth and lm 
streets and marked the evacuation of the 
old building that has been used by the mis- 
sion for five years. When the service was 
about to be concluded, President Saunders 
announced that the old quarters would be 
abandoned anmediately and that the new 
quarters were lighted and heated and 
ready to receive them.

The new quarters of the Spruce Street 
Mission are at the corner of Seventh street 
and Hop alley and just across the street 
\from the Standard Theater. The building 
|has a commodious assembly room on the 
ifirst floor and eight large rooms on the 
second floor. The managers of the mis- 
sion believe they have profited by the re- 
moval and are better located for work 
than they were before. 

Their old quarters at Sixth and Elm 
streets will be occupied as a saloon in a 
few days. A saloon keeper offered more 
rent for the place than the mission could 
pay and the latter was compelled to va- 
cate. The mission was located there four 
years, and during that time 16 saloons went 
out of business. It Is estimated that the 
Gospel was preached to 9,000 persons there 
every year and that 5000 persons professed 
religion. Mr. Saunders says the mission 
will carry many of its converte to its new 
home, but he fears that the majority. torn 
fyom the influence that held them in the 
way of honest lives, will drop back into the 
sea of crime by which they are surrounded.

RENEWAL SEASON NOW HERE. 


The Referee Writes the Annual Story 
of How So Many Memberships 
lapse at This Time of Year. 


The League of American Wheelmen lost 
+9000 members last week and during the 
same time the Missouri division lost 221. 

Taken by itself this statement would seem 
to indicate that the organization is on the 
downgrade and its enemies are Dlowing it 
loudly on their horns. 

But when the situation is made known It 
will be seen that the loss means nothing. 


Old league members understand It, though 
every April 1 the gtory has to be written 
out in full again. When the L. A. W. was 
organized, and in fact for some years after- 
ward, it was composed of comparatively 
few members and it was thought best to 
arrange the membership cards so that all 
would expire April 1 in each year. The 
renewing of old members could then be 
attend to all at once and attention be 
given to obtaining new members through 
the rest of the year. This system was 
kept up until 1893, at which time the num- 
ber of members was very large. At the as- 
sembly of 1888 complaint was made that 
the system was inequitable, for the reason 
that one who joined in June and one who 
joined in March both paid $1 and both 
tickets expired the following April. An 
amendment was adopted providing for 4 
ear’a membership for each person joining 
rom the time he joined and hence all 
who joined since 1688 have different days 
of expiration, each a year from the day 
he joined, but all those who joined prior 
to 1898 retain the old day of expiration, 
April 1. Memberships expire June 1, July 
1 and, in fact, every day in the year, but 
the greatest number expire April 1. 


Now, on-the contrary from being a bad 
sign, the expifations show well for the 
loyalty of tif old members. It shows that 
the 9000 whose cards lapsed April 1 have 
been members since and prior to 1888, and 
they can be trusted to renew. They have 
stuck by the L. A. W. so long that they 
will again be in the ranks before their 
time ex by. All members are allowed 9 
days from the date of expiration to send 
in their @ques, and the greater part of this 
old guard will be found in their places 
before July 1. 

On the other hand, thousands of the same 
Class, the April 1 class, have already sent 
in their renewals. There were 13,000 whose 
cards expired April 1, and of these 4000 are 
already in. I am sure that the next Bulle- 
tin will show the heaviest renewal list we 
have had in years. ‘ 


This division had 880 members on March 
1. and on April 7 the number was reduced 
to 659. During the two weeks prior to the 
latter Gate there were four applications 
and 34 renewals. I think that the uc- 
tion would not have been so great had the 
matter received proper attention. 1 do not 
wish to complain, but I think» that re- 
tary-Treasurer Dempsey is following too 
closely in the footsteps of his predecessor, 
Rosen, when he fails to send out his re- 
newal notices. More than half of the de- 
linquents would have paid up before April 
1 if they had had notices, but they failed 
to get them. It is true that they have 
60 days in which to renew, but why let 
our score go down when it is just as easy 
to send out the cards on time?

During the last month great preparations 
have been made at the St. Louis Athletic 
Club in Forest Park for the spring seasof&, 

On account of the severe winter. ard cf 
the lateness oc the epring season this year, 
work has been greatly retarded. Uow- 
ever, on the first bright day men were set 
to work to make the necessary improve- 
merts for the spring opening. 

By Saturday it is hoped that the new ‘m- 
pruvemerts will be completed. On ac ssunt 
of the increasing membership it was found 
necessary to lay out another baseball! dia- 


mond. ‘Work is being pushed on this as 
rapidly as possible, and by the present in- 
dications it will be ready by Saturday. 

On acount of the great popularity of the 
tennie courts last fall, it was deemed ad- 
visable to lay out other courts to accommo- 
date the lovers of that sport. In front of 
ihe clubhouse four new courts have been 
laid, making a total of «ix tennis courts. 
Even with thls increased number of courts 
the club’s officers fear that the accomm>- 
dations in this line will hardly be euffici- 
ent. However, it is a great increase over 
jaet year. If they are found insufficient 
others will be built. 

The golf links are also to be put in the 
beet condition. During the winter months 
golf was the only game that could be 
played on the grounds on account of the 
snow. The links at Forest Park, by the 
way, were the only links in the city ahich 
were occupied and in constant use during 
the last winter. Now that the spring is 
at hand this sport. will be more popular 
than ever. 

One of the latest improvements at the 
grounds will be found in the way of a 
handball court.

MIXED METAPHOR EXPRESSES 
THE WHEAT MAREET. 


FLAT GOVERNMENT REPORT. 


Caused Excitement for a Few Minutes 
and Then No Attention 
Was Paid. 


The market during last week was large- 
ly under the contral of the bulls, though 
there were no marked fluctuations such as 
might have been expected to follow the 
flood of bullish crop reports which found 
their way to the market at the fag end of 
the preceding week. The week's big event 


was the posting of the Government crop re- 
port, showing the condition of winter wheat 
throughout the country. Either because it 
had been largely discounted or because it 
did not show as alarming a state of af- 
fairs as predicted the report failed to 
have the decided effect on the market which 
many looked for. 

An average winter wheat condition of 
77.9. as shown by the Government esti- 
mate, would, it Is believed, indicate a crop 
of 339,000.000 bushels, which after all is 
not so far below the average. ° 

The increased acreage is expected to off- 
set a considerable portion of the crop 
damage, though it is conceded by even 
conservative traders that a large amount 
of winter wheat will be plowed up and 
spring seeding will be unusually late. 

There was a most exciting curb imme- 
diately after the posting of the report, 
but the next morning there was surprising 
inactivity on the part of the pit traders. 
It was so all we®k. Neither side was will- 
ing to take the initiative for the simple 
reason that they recogr'‘zed the fact that 
it was still too early to form an opinion 
as to the prospective condition of the win- 
ter crop. 

The bulls took further flyers, but their 
energies were directed solely to prevention 
of the market from sagging. The 80c mark. 
which was looked forward to a week ago, 
was never reached, though May went as 
high as 79c, with little urging. 
cy gained 2%@2% cents for the week. 
which was a very good showing. consider- 
ing the comparatfvely small volume of trad- 
ng. 

Corn was firm all week, but there was 
little speculative trading. The net gain 
Was nearly 2 cents, largely brought about 
through gradual advances in sympathy 
with wheat and some taking of profits. 
Oats continued dull and though the tone 
of the market was very strong, there was 
practically no pit trading. 

Jimmie Newell, who hav been doorkeeper 
of the Merchants’ Exchange for 20 years. 
and an employe of the Exchange for 27 
years, will give up his poeition to-morrow 
to embark in the stock and bond broker- 
age business, in partnership with Walter 
and Ralph Orthwein. Mr. Newell's tact 
and remarkable memory for faces, have 
won him hundreds of friends who wish him 
well in his new venture. His successor 
will probably not be named until] the next 
monthly meeting of the directors of the 
Exchange.

NEW RECORDS MADE, 


STOCKS QUICKLY RECOVER FROM 
THE RECENT COLLAPSE. 


FURTHER RISE IN _ PARIS. 


———— 


The State of the Money Market May 
Change the Current of Specu- 
lations. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 15.—That the stock 
market in general and the stocks which 
were the worst sufferers in last week's 
collapse particularly should have recovered 
so quickly as they have since done, only 
furnishes another illustration of the fact 
that the current speculative era is a most 
extraordinary one. New records and prece- 
dents have been made in the stock market 
of the past two years, just as the financial 
and commercial history of the time is also 
in many respects without a parallel. Hence, 
perhaps, the remarkable recovery in the 
market this week should have provoketl 
less astonishment and comment than it 
has. .Consideration of the current stock 
market shouid also take into account two 
other circumstances. One is the enormous 
public interest in the market, and the sec-

The New York banks, with their enor- 
mously extended Habilities, are conducting 
their business on reserves but slightly in 
excess of the lawful requirements. 

Up to this time the comparatively high 
level prevailing for money has failed to at- 
tract the expected supplies from the in- 
terior. The policy recently adopted by 
the banks in respect to the charges upon 
out of town checks has already diverted 
money to other reserve cities, and while 
the matter is apparently a small one, it 
may yet attain considerable dimensions. 
The call made by the Secretary ‘of the 
Treasury for the return of $10.000,000 of the 
government’s balances in weekly pay- 
ments of $1,000,000 will be a drain upon the 
banks, continuing until July, when there 
must be met the usual demand for cur- 
rency for shipment to the agricultural sec- 
tions. On the other hand, the only quarter 
from which any increase in the banks’ 
reserve may be expected is the release by 
the treasury of the funds involved in the 
settlement of the Spanish indemnity. In 
short. a fairly active market seems to be 
certain for several months to come. The 
money market may not develop conditions 
as to trip up the headlong speculation in 
stocks. but it will unquestionably change 
the position of stocks from an investment 
standpoint. 


Under the active leadership of the week's 
speculative favorites the stock market ad- 
vanced further this morning. The features 
of this morning’s market were Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit and Continental Tobacco, 
but there were sharp rises elesewhere, nota- 
bly in Colorado Fuel and Iron. Tennessee 
Coal and Iron opened at a further rise 
but dropped abruptly on heavy profit real- 
izing sales. The dealings in Manhattan 
Railway was also very large, and Metropol- 
itan Street Railway was also very strong. 
Nothing new attended the further rise in 
Brooklyn Rapid Traneit. Continental Tobac- 
co was strong on the err absorption of 
the Liggett & Myers Co. inthe interests of 
the former. The anthracite coal shares 
were all firm with a rotabie advance in 
Delaware & Hudson. The granger shares 
were fairly active and steady, being favor- 
ably affected by the warmer weather 
throughout the country. The other stand- 
ard issues were but lightly dealt in, but 
were all steady "to strong. Several ad- 
vances were shown in the London market 
for American stocks, but the actual deal- 
ings here for foreign account were upon a 
limited scale. 

The bank statement was an unexpectedly 
g00d showing, surplus reserves increasing 
nearly $4,500,000. This change followed both 
a large reduction in deposits and a gain In 
cash holdings difficult to account for from 
the known movement of money this week. 
T reduction in deposits was due to the 

ge decrease in loans, the latter being 

rtially offset by a gain in cash of $2,8%0,- 
00. Loans decreased $10 255,009 and deposits 
declined $4,486.000. The gain in surplus re- 
serves logically followed the changes in 
deposits and cash holdings, The large de- 
crease in the loan account was owing to the 
heavy stock market liquidation of last week 
and also to the winding up of some of the 
large underwriting syndicates. 


The banks new hold $19,470,000 in excess of 
the lawful requirements and the percentage 
of reserves rises from 26.6 last week to 
The stock market scored a further sharp 
rise after the publication of the statement. 

There was heavy profit realizing in the 
final dealings, notably in Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit and Manhattan Railway, and both 
stocks receded sharply. The general market 
also closed a shade below the best figures 
of the day. but the trading still disclosed a 
very firm undertone. 

The Treasury’s statement of the country’s 
foreign trade for March was published to- 
day. It showed an excess of exports of 
$31,670,000, which was abcut $20,000,000 smaller 
than last year’s excess. 

For the nine morths of the year the exceSs 
of exports amounted to 447,924,000, against 
$470,651,000 in 1898, the falling off having been 
made wholly in the past two months. The 
decrease in the exports for March was 
wholly accounted for by the falling off in 
shipments of agricultural products and the 
joss on this account was partially offset by 
large shipments of manufactured goods.

HOW TO CONNECT CHAIN OF 
ROCKS AND KING’S HIGHWAY.

Water Commissioner M. L. Holman has 
an idea for connecting the Chain of Rocks 
and South King’s Highway bicycle paths 
and making a twenty-mile bicycle ride, 
which would be without an equal in the 
West. 

Along the north side of Calvary Cemetery 
there is a mile stretch of the Tracy| road, 
which is the most picturesque of any| in or 
around St. Louis. Mr. Holman discovered 


this in making short cuts to the Chain of 
Rocks in his buggy. The road is ordinarily 
not in good condition for bicycie F.ding 
and for this reason it is practically un- 
known, even to the most persistent riders. 

The Commissioner suggests to the wheel- 
men that if this spring they would pre- 
vail upon the Municipal Assembly to use 
part of the revenue from the bicycle tax 
to make a cinder path along this road it 
would not only make the pretty scenery 
along the road accessible, but make the 
ride to the Chain of Rocks path p.easanter, 
and complete a most attractive route. 

Bicycle riders could then ride from Tower 
Grove Park north over the a Higauwa 
path to Forest Park, through Forest) Par 
to Union avenue, north on Union avenue to 
Florissant avenue, striking that tho 
fare opposite the dividing fence be 
the two cemeteries.

Receivers Wanted for the Universal 
and the St. Louis National. 

The St. Louis Circuit Court was asked 
yesterday to appoint receivers for the Uni- 
versal Saving and Loan Co. and the 8t.

complainants are stockholders, who say 
their interesta can be saved only by the 
court taking the property and assets of the 
companies from the hands of the present 


officers. 

John 8S. Freeman of Lead Hill, Ark., and 
Oliver D. Kester of Chilicolthe, Mo., otntly 
ask for a receiver for the Unive Sav- 
ing and Loan Co. Kestor alone asks that 
relief against the St. Louls National Sav- 
ing and Loan Co. 

oth petitions set forth substantially the 
same causes of action. It Is alleged that 
both companies are insolvent and cannot 
meet their obligations; that their affairs 
have been so reck.essly managed, that large 
sums have been dissipated in ways that 
do not offer any returns; that many offi- 
cers and clerks, who are really useless, 
are maintained at large saiaries; and that 
the monthly expenditures greatly exceed 
the income. 

The charge is also made that a majority 
of the Boards of Directors of the two come- 
panies have recenely organized another 
company, which is incorporated as the 
Union Saving and Loan Co. It ts alleged 
that they, having access through their

A FAMOUS BOTANIST DEAD. 


Dr. A. W. Chapman of Florida, Once 
Entertained by Henry Shaw. 

Dr. A, W. Chapman of Apalachicola, 

Florida, a distinguished man of the South—

more particularly a botanist and scientist, 
died last week. 

Directly after the civil war he published 
his “Flora of the Southern States.’’ which 
hae since been regarded the standard lo- 
tanicai work of that region.

He had been entertained 
in St. Louis by Henry Shaw and the elder 

. Engleman, and was a personal friend 
of Prof. Trelease of Washington University 
and of Dr. D YV. Dean of St. Louis. The 
latter, aS a young man, spent more than 
two years with Dr, Chapman, while pre- 
paring for the press the first edition of his 
botany, just prior to the breaking out of 
the civil war, when Dr. Dean left Florida 
for the Northern States. 

Dr. Chapman, after a brief illnese, passed 
quietly away, being nearly 6 years of 
age.

This ‘lava lava’ is now made largely of im- 
ported cotton pr-nts; formerly it consisted 
of a ‘tapa,’ or cloth, made from the bark of 
the mulberry tree, and the manufacturing 
of tapa was the chief native industry. Cer- 
tain colors and patterns are reserved ex- 
clusively for the wear of high chiefs and 
d‘gnitaries, commoners never daring 
wear them. The anointing of the person 
with cocoanut ol] and the stringing of gar- 
lands of flowers and leaves through the 
hair and about the shoulders is a favorite 
form of adornment. The effect of the gliow- 
ing colors on their brown or olive skin is 
very picturesque. Great attention is paid 
to the dressing of the hair, and individual 
ingenuity is given full sway, both by men 
and by women. The favorite style is short 
and drawn straight up toward the crown 
of the head, the higher the better, and 
then liberally anointed with cocoanut, oll. 
The hair is coarse and straight, in color 
black, but frequentiy bleached red with 
coral lime. The bleaching renders it sti 
and aids in satisfying the prevalent ambi- 
tion for an erect co!ffure. 


“The Samoans are a happy, fun-loving 
people, dancing and singing upon any and 
all occasions.

“Around Apia a favorite pastime is a 
pienic to ‘the Papaasaa,’ a waterfall some 
three miles away..An early start is taken 
and all go singing and shouting and danc_ng 
along the paths until their arrival at the 
falls. Then, with one accord, they throw 
themselves into the pool at the base and 
commence what is really a day's frolic in 
the water. They mount to the top of the 
fall and feet foremost slide back over a 
perfectly smooth rock into the pool below, a 
distance of 18 feet, and at an angle of 40 de- 
grees. The sensation is startling at first. 
“On the Island of Upolu and about the 
Bay of Apia is situated the town of Apia, 
the seat of government, and boasting a 
population of 1500. Most of the foreigners 
live in Apia, which contains the Misston 
school, established In Samoa by the London 
Missionary Society in 1630. It has been a 
source of great benefit to the people. The 
Catholic Mission Church, built entirely of 
coral blecks, stands: in the center of;the 
town, and back of it.a college and chapel 
of the same. denomination. Near by is a 
Catholic school for. girls, and many of the 
native women become Sisters of Charity. 
The tive religion is a mixture of heathen- 
ism ahd superstition,:!s not barbarous, and 
notwithstanding the present influences of 
Christianity among the people, the largest 
per cent still adhere to their own faith. 
“No occasion of ceremony or import- 
takes place without the use of kava. 
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a graceful swing deposited in the bowl. This 
operation is repeated until the proper 
quantity of the root is secured, Then her 
hands are washed scrupulously clean, and 
an attendant having poured the required 
amount of water into the bowl, the maid 
proceeds with the compounding. With a 
graceful rolling and twisting of the hands 
she mixes all the undissolved portions of 
the root in the ‘fou.’ or strainer, which aft- 
er wringing, is shaken out, and the strain- 
ing repeated until the brew is finished, 


“A vigorous clapping of hands three 
times announces that it is ready be 
served, whereupon the highest chief, or 
toastmaster. in a loud, monotonous tone, 
exclaims: ‘Ah, here is Kava! Let it be 
served.’ Then one of the attendants pro- 
duces the cup and presents it at the bow! 
to be filled by the maid, which she does 
by plunging the strainer in the liquid and 
afterward squeezing it over the cup, She 
will, then, says a writer on Samoan cus- 
toms, face about, and with the cup held 
delicately by the outer rim, level with her 
dimpled chin, and with her arm raised, 
stand in the magt charming attitude of ex- 
pectation, awaiting the crier’s instructions 
as to whom eéhe is to take the cup. The 
toastmaster, having decided who is to be 
taking the first cup, calla out 
his name with a loud, sing-song voice. The 
maid bows with dignity and presents the 
cup to the honored one with her most Irre- 
sistible grace of manner, then stands with 
a becoming air of simplicity awaiting the 
command of the person she has just fa- 
vored, who either returns the cup to her 
with a gracious acknowledgment, or with 
dexterity spins it along the floormats to- 
yard the bowl, the perfection of which

This institution placed Its we.* 
equipped laboratory at.the disposai of tie 
leading counsel.

Thus will pass the last reminder which 
might recall the famous English farm 
colony of Lemars, which in ita twenty 
years of life was the home of a greater 
number of titled and high-born Britons 
than were ever gathered in any other part 
of the United States. 

This colony was without charter, license 
or form; it was neither political nor so- 
cialistic, nor economic, like the Rugby 
Colony of Virginia, but was a purely com- 
mercial enterprise. It was worked for 
what there was in it for the promoters. 

The plan was to establish farm schools 
in America, and flooded the kingdom with 
advertisements, inviting young gentlemen 
to come and matriculate. Applicants were 
required to deposit: a fee.,-and to pledge 
themselves for a set term. After gradnpat- 
ing they were expected to buy farma of 
the speculators, thus making, as Mr. he 
Botty used to say, a ““mery-go-rounder."' 

This is a common scheme in England. 
The novelty was the strange thing. | 

The banking firm that evolved this plan 
was represented by three brothers named 
Close, and they were hustlers. 

After getting backed, in honest British 
fashion, by a few nice names out of! the 
peerage, the agents picked out a rich area 
of land, being the adjacent corners of 
Iowa, Minnesota and Dakota, which sed 
covered with options.

The best known of the agricultural 
schools was near Lemars and was run by 
Captain, the Honorable Mr. Mereton, 
brother of the Baril of Ducie, on whose 
estate in Ireland stands Blarney Castle. 
The people called him “Cap Moreton,” and 
the aristocrats who did his plowing, fed 
his stock and drove his pigs to market 
were called “Cap Moreton’s pups.” 

This school farm was a joke to the na- 
tives. The farmera when they came to town 
would group about on street corners and 
swap stories about “them dum green 
Britishers." The idea of the hired man 
paying for the privilege of doing farm 
work etruck them as funny. 

Among the pups there were numbers 
more highly connected than the Moretons. 

The army and navy were well repre~ 
sented. A quiet unassuming lad was @ 
brother of Lord st. Vincent, the de- 
scendant of that Jervis who won his title 
in the naval battle off Cape St. Vincent. 
He remained with the colony ten years, 
then went home and married an English 
girl.

Killed Those Who Sought to Better Their Lot, 
and Surrendered Only After the Law 
Had Proved Powerless. 


BAGH reigns at last in Tangipahoa 
Parish, La. Fifteen human lives 

Were sacrificed as the result of a@ 

feud, and many more might have been 
snuffed out, had not the outlaws been pre- 
valled upon te surrender. By treating with 
them and dallying for many days the 
Peaceable element induced the bloodthirsty 
Gill brothers and Coleman and Bamber’ to 
lay down their arms and submit to ar- 

rest. Diplomacy accomplished what 40 
men had failed at. 

The direct charge against these men is 
the attempted murder of William McGee, 
foreman of the Banner Lumber Company, 
at Kentwood. The war between the Gill 
Drothers and their associates and the mill 
people had been going on for several 
months. lt was finally ended last Wednes- 
day, but it?s more than likely to break out 
again when the cases against the pr.son- 
ers are called for trial. 

The Gill brothers and their confederates, 
who ‘live near Gilltown, Tangipahoa Par- 
ish, have long been a disturbing element 
in that community. Human life to them 
Was nothing. Any grievance, real or fan- 
cled,. was sufficient cause for bloodshed, 
When the Banner Lumber Co. up its 
gfeat mill and established the flourishing 
village of Kentwood, they soon found 
cause for trouble, and it was not long 
before they were fighting the mill hands 
at every turn and endeavoring to kill the 
foreman, 

Force was of no avail against 
Life after life went out in darkness. 
law seemed powerless. The newspapers 
were filled fram time to time with accounts 
of the bloody deeds done in Tangipdhoa 
Parish, and of the cruel war which those 
men conducted like the hardiest moun- 
taineers. But no force sufficient to crush 

them was found and Law gave way (to 
Strategy. 

The Sheriff last his 
the séarch for these crafty fighters. 
Banner Lumber Co. shut down its plant 
and its entire force of 250 men, aided by 
@0ores of others who loved and sought 
peace, was turned loose to scour the coun- 

try and bring this bloodthirsty gang to 
justice. They failed, although the odds 
were 100 to 1 in their favor. The best they 
could de was to treat with the gang and 
beg them to surrender, promising in ad- 
Vance that they should be tried in another 
parish. 

The most intense feeling prevailed in ev- 
ery quarter. The men who did not také@ 
sides in the feud were very few. When 
the Banner Lumber Co.'s searchers, with 
their bloodhounds, would return at night on 
their log train, tired, hungry and muddy 
from wading swamps and climbing hills, 
the friends of the Gill-Bamber faction 
would taunt them and ask: 

“Have you got enough’ 

“No,” they replied. ‘‘we will never have 

wovugh til these men are eij!iier killed or 
captured,” 

Day after day this programme was re- 
peated. 
~ “Have you got enough?" 

“No.”’ 

And still the search went on. 
dred men were hunting four. But they 
could not find them, It was morally cer- 
tain: that they were within gehouting dis- 
tance of Gilltown,.

n® Outlaws meant death on one or both 
sides. Once the searchers’ train was fired 
into. After that the outlaws sent emis- 
Saries to the Sheriff and the searching 
party, offering to surrender under certain 
conditions, The Gilis claimed that the 
Banner Lumber Co. was shielding a man 
guilty of murder. Again, they claim that 
the offense with which they are charged 
Would have to be tried before Judge Robert 
Reid, who has jong been the avowed enemy 
Of the clan, because of the death of his 
brother, who was shot down in front of the 
Courthouse. 


If they were assured of a trial before 
another judge, the Gills said, they would 
Surrender. Otherwise they would fight it 
OUt on the’ line if it took all summer.

Why snould this anomalous condition of 
effairs prevail in Loulsiana? Why does it 
prevall? Why should men fight an atempt 
on the part of others to better the condi- 
tion of their community’? The situation 
Drings out some nice ethnological points. 

Tangipahoa Parish is in the northern 
Mart of the "L” of Louisiana, up against 
the Mississippi State line. A majority of 
‘the natives are of old American blood, 
ortne at English or Scotch-Irish. Many 
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f the sturdy Tennesseeans who fought un- 
der Andrew Jackson at New Orleans dur- 
ing the war of 1812 settled in that part of 
Louisiana after the fighting was over and 
moved their families there. Andrew Jack- 
‘gon, it will be remembered, was of Scotch- 
Trish bieed. That part of Leulsiana was 
Settiecd by men of that class from Georgia 
@nd the Carolinas, as well as from Tennes- 
‘pee, although some of them belonged to 
the human breed scernfully referred to as 
“poor white trash." 

They found a paradise for a lazy man—a 
ool) that would grow anything, a country 
Seeoming with game and rivers and creeks 


li of fish. Tangipahoa Parish was too! 
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was welcome to what they had, but they 
were as proud and suspicious as savages 
and had a very fierce turn of wrath. After 
a newcomer proved himself worthy in their 
eyes he was adopted as one of them, but 
they did not encourage innovations nor 
“hifalutin alire.”’ 

They rarely had recourse to the courts. 
There were few disputes about property, 
and these, together with personal eontro- 
versies, were usually submitted to the ar- 
bitrament of the rifle or shotgun. It was 
the same breed of man that settled in the 
mountains of Kentucky and Tennessee, 
and their descendants differ now only in the 
habits that have grown out of the varia- 
tions in local habitation. 

There are communities much like that of 
Gilltown In many parts of the South where 
the railroads and rivers are far’away and 
officers of the law rarely go except with 
the branch of peace conspicuously 
displayed. Hiuman life -in these localittes 
is cheap and it is as hard to enforce the 
law as the English found it in the. High- 
lands of Scotland in the early part of the 
last century. The people are given 
feuds, and when starts ft usually 
dures till one side is extinguished. 

The climate of Louisiana is not’ con- 
ducive to energy and the natives of Tan- 
gipahoa Parish are not given ¢€o sustained 
effort at labor, though they aré capable of 
bursts of industry that would put a North- 
ern man to shame. 

Until the Illinois Central ran through 
the parish the people lived in peace and 
plenty. They raised corn and garden truck 
and cattle and hogs for food. The product 
of a cotton patch, together with the hides 
of the wild animals they killed, provided 
them with money for clothing. They 
viewed the railroad with suspicion and 
disliked it because it disturbed the dear, 
but it carried its compensations with it in 
the way of giving them a market for their 
produce. 

It is a magnificent yellow pine country 
and attracted the attention of lumbermen. 
About eight years ago the Banner Lumber 
Co. founded the town of Kentwood. The 
statement has generally made and 
accepted that it was an enterprise started 
and owned by Northern men. This is a 
mistake. The Enochs and the Lamptons, 
who are the owners of these other 
milis, belong to old and influential Missis- 
sipp! families. They are of the aristocracy 
the South, the old slave-holding 

members of which are as different 
descendants of the Carolina 
Cavaliers were from 
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The establishment of the Banner Mills 
meant the distribution of much money in 
the of Kentwood. They 
would give employment to the young rhen 
and afford a market for the wares of the 
elders and the women. Stores and dwelli- 
ing houses were built and a little village 
of 800 inhabitants soon sprung up. 

Then trouble began. The first foreman 
of the mills was ‘a Michigan man named 
Preston. He was apprehensive lest the 
fact that he was a Northerner would 
arouse prejudice against him. Possibly it 
did, but it wasn't his fault. He treated 
the natives with great consideration—too 
great, some people think. He gave them 
preference in selecting hands, and 
even kept men who were objectionable in 
order to avoid trouble. 

As one man who ts familiar with the sit- 
uation puis it: “He catered too much to 
the muagzle-loading element and they got 
above themselves.” 

It is related that he-even kept one man 
employed who boasted that he had slain 
hine men, 

Finally Preston asserted himself and e6- 
sayed to run the mills in his own way. 
He was ordered to get out of the country.

Hie first went to Cincinnati, where he re- 
mained a short time. There he married 
Melvina Belle Ogden in 1863. 

Mr. Armour removed to Milwaukee, where 
he formed a partnership with Frederick 
BB. Miles in a commission business. The 
firm met with success, but it was dissolved 
in 1863, His second partnership was with 
John Plankinton. Thus was begun a friend- 
ship between Mr. Armour and Mr. Plankin- 
ton which continued until the latter’s death, 

Some 12 years ago Mr. Piankinton was 
caught in a provision corner operated by 
Peter MeGeoch and only that Mr. Armour 
came to the rescue with his millions Mr, 
Plankinton would have been a ruined man, 

The tremendous and untiring energy 
which Mr. Armour brought te the firm re- 
éulted in a vast extension of ite business, 
and the two men laid the foundation for 
great fortunes. 

Some two years after the organisation of 
the firm Mr, Armour executed a master- 
Siroke Which will ever bée remembered in 
the: packing business. He anticipated the 
fail of Richmond. Pork was selling at §40 
a barrel, and he helieved that the fall of 
the Confederacy would produce a collapse 
in the price of pork. Although he was but 
83 years old, the senior partner accepted 


his views, and Armeur went te New York, 
then the center of speculative § activity, 
bent upon breaking the price of pork. it 
s0id ail that narchaaare would take from 
$0 down to &% per barrel. Sherman be- 
gan marching up teward Richmond from 
the Bouth; then Richmond was aben- 
doned and finally came Appomattox.

Next te the 
Leiter wheat deal, Mr. Armour has eften 
said that this was the only real gamble 
on & large ecale in which he was ever en- 
gaged. He was betting on Grant and Sher- 
man. If they had failed him there would 
no Armour & Co. Reports long 
uncontradicted say .’lankinton & Armour 
made $1,000,000 out of the deal. It served 
a double purpose—in strengthening thd firm 
by giving M almost unlimited capitg@l for 
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that time and impoverishifig its competitors 
in Cincinnati, St. Leuis, Cleveland and New 
York. 

A vast extension of the firm's business 
immediately followed. A branch was es- 
tablished in New York under the manage- 
ment of Mr. Armeur’s brother. It was not 
until 187%) that Mr. Armour removed to Chi- 
cago. Wonderful] success followed the firm 
of Armour & Co. there. From _ pork it 
was but a step to grain, and Mr. Armour 
became prominently identified with the 
grain trade. In 1883 the wheat pit first felt 
his power. He was drawn into the deal by 
the fact that personal friends had become 
seriously involved before they knew what 
wae going on. By main force of strategy 
and capital Mr. Armour maintained the 
price of wheat at a range of & to 8 cents 


higher than at any other market in the 
country and succeeded in carrying it 
through to the end of the option. He ia 
credited with having made a handsome 
profit out of the aeperations. 
The financial) flurry which followed the 
collapse of the firm of Grant & Ward ia 
ew York in 1886 found Armour & Co. 
loaded up with pork. It was not spee- 
ulative pork, but the real article, which 
bap firm had manufactured and was hold- 
neg to supply the legitimate demand. A b 
bear raid waa made on the price. Th 
crowd on the Board of Trade wanted to 
sell pork. Pools were formed in New York 
and Chicage to kneck down the price. Al- 
most single-handed Armour stepped into 
the pit to protect the price ef the mer- 
chandige he pa on hand. He refused to 
he sitampeded, He took every barrel of- 
fered.

By the purchase and construction of ele- 
vators the grain branch of the firm's bus!- 
ness grew to be one of the most important 
in the grain trade of the West. When 
the elevator companies took the place of 
the middjemen In the purchase of grain in 
the country Mr. Armour was in the lead, 
and hundreds ef country elevators came 
into hig possession. In handliing this busi- 
ness it was necessary for the firm to sell 
for future delivery on the Board of Tradé 
the grain it had bought in the country. 
This reduged epeculation to @ minimum, 
and Armour & Co. depended upon carry- 
ing sharces and storage for profit. 

ionally the firm was caught un- 
awares a ulative mevements, and Ar- 
mour & . had tremendous fights to keep 
from loss. One of these was the remarka- 
ble Harper deal. Armour constructed 
within a month a vast elevator on the 
North @ide, filled # with wheat and de- 
livered the grain in time to have it ac- 
cepted on contract. Had it not been for 
Armour's wonderful resources Harper, in- 
stead of ruini his Cincinnati bank and 
ing to the Ohio penitentiary, would be 
nown as one of the great speculators of 
the country. 

Again in’ 1897 Mr. Armour found that he 
had contracted to deliver a large amount 
of wheat to Joseph Leiter by e. $1. It 
is still unsettied whether he sold the 
wheat short on a gambie that Leiter 
would not make his deal successful, or bad 
aceumulated the shortage owing to the 
unnatural difference of the prices between 
grades. It was said at the time that Armour 
was 10,000, bushels short. There was 
wheat and plenty of it in the Northwest. 
Ships were sent in fleets to Duluth. Spe- 
cial trains ran over the St, Paul from 
Minneapolls. 


While 1,500,000 bush- 
els were afloat in 
Lake Superior the &t. 
Mary's River was 
frozen up. Mr. Ar- 
mour immediately 
hired all the ice crushers, used dynamite, 
opened a channel and brought the wheat 
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through to Chicago with the g7aia. .-

HOMAS JEFFERSON was the 

third President of the United 

States. He was born in Albe- 

marle County, Va., April 13, 1743. He 

was of Welsh descent, but his ancestors 

settled in Virginia before 1619, it is 
known. 

His father, Peter Jefferson, was a man 
of extraordinary height and strength. He 
owned 30 slaves and 1900 acres of land. 

Besides being a planter, Peter Jeffer- 
son was a surveyor. He served as a 
member of the Virginia Legislature. 

In 1738 he married Jane Randolph of 
the famous Virginia family of that name. 

It was Peter Jefferson’s dying request * a . :

As a lawyer he was successful from 
the start. When he was quite young 
his income was $2500 a year. He soon 
increased the size of his plantation to 
5000 acres. 

In 1775 he was elected a member of 
the Continental Congress. 

In 1776 he drafted the Declaration of 
Independence, which was adopted July 4. 

Soon afterward he became a member 
of the Virginia Legislature. 

With James Madison and George 
Wythe, the tutor of Chief Justice Mar- 
shall, he spent three years in revising 
the constitution of Virginia. 

June 1, 1779, Thomas Jefferson took 
his seat as Governor of Virginia. Two 
years later he resigned. 

In 1782 he was appointed Minister 
Plenipotentiary to France—a position he 
had declined in 1776. 

Before leaving he served a few weeks 
as a member of the Continental Con- 
gress at Annapolis, Md. 

About that time he published his 
“Notes of Virginia.” 

In 1789 he returned from France. 

In 1791 Jefferson was appointed Sec- 
retary of State by George Washington. 
He resigned three years later. 

In 1796 he was elected Vice-President 
of the United States. 

In 1800 he was elected President and 
was re-elected in 1804. 

Jefferson’s broad humanity, his dili- 
gent study of human rights, his strong 
attitude on the question of personal lib- 
erty and his statesmanship, worldwide in 
its scope, have made him the idol of the 
Democratic party. 


SAYINGS OF JEFFERSON, 


E hold these truths to be self- 

evident; that all men are cre- 

ated equal; that they are en- 
owed by their Creator with certain in- 
alienable rights; that among these are 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness; 
that to secure these rights governments 
are instituted among men, deriving their 
just powers from the consent of the gov- 
erned.—Declaration of Independence. 


BELIEVE this the strongest govern- 
ment on earth. I believe it is the 
only one where every man, at the call 

of the laws, would fly to the standard of 
the law and would meet invasions of the 
public order as his own personal con- 
cern.

Nothing is more picturesque then the 
weavers at work, their many-hued turbans 
lending @ vivid color te the scene. 

The large factories are usually built 
in long rows and resemble a series of 
sheds. Each shed opens on to a court 
shaded from the sun by awnings. In 
every shed is a huge frame strung with 
the warp yarn of the rug. In front of the 
frame is a long bench on which sit the 
weavers, generally boys ranging from 7 to 
16 years of age. 

The first boy the 
weaver, and he calle out the directions 
to his companions, each whom 
addition a card upon which ke written in 
ative chara the wuMmber of etitches 
and the cu weed, 

It would sible for the hoya te 
vemember — They work me- 
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chanically, reading their instructions and 
working their hands, just as European 
boys reads and executes music. In warm 
weather they are half naked, and their 
bronze bodies gleam in the sunlight. 

Near the weavers sit the sorters, who 
supply their companions when they run 
out of weal. These littie chaps squat 
among their wools like su many mankeys. 
To see them wind the colors is most amus- 
ing. They place the skeins around their 
feet and do as much of the werk with their 
toes as with thelr hands. 

I wea struck by the extreme youth of the 
boys. but In India there are no lawa pre- 
venting child labor. The managers of the 
fuctoriecs Informed me that the youngest 
boys Were often the most skilful. I feund 
alee thet the child artisan was the result 
ef contract labor. as ihe factories gublet 
the weaving to. contractors, who recrult 
the cheapest labor they can obtain, 
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India rugs again without a thought of 
these gayly turbanned boys. For their 
work the little fellows are paid eight “an- 
nas’’ a month of thirty days’ continueus 
labor from sunrise to sunset. An “anna” 
ia two cents, so the boy's monthly wages 
amount to 16 cents. Experts make as 
much ag eight and ten rupees @ month, or 
about @ cents a week. + 

When the carpets are woven they are 
spread out on canvas and the small ends 
of the yarn are carefully clipped off by 
trimmers, who squat on the carpet and 
de their work with shearing scissors, until 
the surface is smooth. 

An important workroom in the fartory 
is that of the designers, where some of the 
men are artists of talent In free-hand 
drawing. One who greatiy taterested me 
would make $28 a month in London it 
is neediess to say that in India he docs 
not make that much in a year.

With these five essentials supplied, as 
they are in this city, you are equipped to 
meet any emergency in the smallpox line, 
and by intelligently handling them, unless 
under exceptional conditions of an unfavor- 
able nature, it is not difficult to control it. 

Upon the receipt of a report of a case of 
Smallpox the mode of procedure is: as fol- 
lows: 

I at once see the patient and the ques- 
tion that presents itself to me is as to 

Pr this is actually a case of smallpox 
or one of several other diseases that much 

Tesemble smallpox when the eruptiofi is 
just appearing. Here is a serious responsi- 
. ._ dad no mistake must be made, for 
lives are at stake and a blunder in either 
direction wil] endanger them. 

Having made the diagnosis as smallpox, 
the patient's name, age, occupation. etc., 
is obtained and he is subjected to the 
closest questioning as to his every move- 
ment, and as to the persons who have 
come in contact with him in any way, di- 
rectly or indirectly. Every bit of informa- 
tion that he can or will give is care- 
fully noted. He is then removed to the 
Smallpox hospital and the other occupants 
of the house vaccinated. 

All of the other occupants of the house 
Sre‘then seen and it is recorded what is 
each one's occupation, where they trade 
and the places they have visited, either on 
business or pleasure, since the patient was 
first taken sick. The fumigation force 1s 

summoned and the house and all of 

wearing apparel! thoroughly fumigated. 
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inspector, and his temperature is taken 
daily thereafter until the fourteenth day 
following the removal of a patient to whom 
he has been «f:gosed. In this way we are 
enabled to fini him at the very first time 
he shows evidence of developing the dis- 
ease, and one can readily see that it is im- 
portant to find him then, for we can in this 
way prevent him {rom exposing others. 
Here is demonstrated the wisdom of allow- 
ing them to continue at their employment 
that we may be able to find them. Should 
the inspector find an exposed person with a 
temperature of 100 degrees or over he at 
once goes to the nearest telephone and 
calls me up, giving me the facts in the 
case, 

I see the persofi at once, and if I cannot 
account for the fever I persuade him to 
come to the isolation ward, to be isolated 
until it is demonstrated as to whether or 
not he is developing the disease. 

Should it develop that he is, he is re- 
moved from that place direct to the hos- 
pital; if not, ‘he returns to his home. 

Of course, it is obvious that we cannot 
take the temperatures of every employe of 
numerous large business houses that have 
been exposed, but each day, while they are 
on the list for inspection, the inspector 
who is looking after that particular place 
calls them up and asks if any employe has 
failed._to report for duty. Any absent is 
at once visited at his home and the cause 
of his illness ascertained, and if thought 
necessary he is removed to the isolation 
ward. 


At the end of the fourteenth day follow- 
ing the removal of the case. all of its ex- 
posures are passed on to the expired list 
and the case is considered terminated. 

This mode of procedure, carefully carried 
out, will soon put a stop to any ordinary 
outbreak,

This “center for vision” is 
connected with the eye by certain nerves, 
and when a man's eye sees an object it 
sends a thrill along these nerves, and the 
thrill makes itself felt in the center for 
vision, Then the man “sees” that object. 

Perhaps it ia another man that is sé¢en. 
Then, from the center for vision, a thrill ' 
passes through another mass of nerve fibers 
to another area of thé brain, awakening 
images of other men that have been pre- 
viously stored up. 

Perhaps the man is an old friend. Then 
other. areas of the brain are set tingling 
into activity and revive memories of old 
days, old pleasures, and revive old, or sug- 
gest new ideas. 

But in the case of Mr. 8., after his ac- 
cident, there was an interruption in those 
nerve currents. When a man first struck 
his eye it sent a thrill to the center of

x vision, and Mr. 8. “‘saw’’ the man, but the 

associate nerve fibers that should have car- 
ried the thrill further were paralyzed, and 
so his memory concerning that man could 
not be reawakened.

The points d, d, d repre- 
sent new memories acquired after the ac- 
cident, and the lines connecting them with 
8 are the shorter fibers which enabled Mr, 
S. to acquire a new knowledge. 

Similar interruptions occurred clsewhere 
in Mr. 8.'s bratn.

That edultery, ‘esertion or any other 
acts of “wsvend or wife which, like 
them, would plainly and palpably de 
feat the essential ends of marriage, and 
deny to the innocent party and to 6o- 
clety the rights of marriage, if its ob- 
ligations were held indissoluble, may 
righteously be recegnized by the church 
and made by the State a cause for di- 
vorce from the marriage bond. 

“Concerning the crime of habitual drunk- 
ennese I have only thie to say: 

“All such as wantonly trample upon this 
fundamental law of society, should be giv- 
en to understand that they have commit- 
ted high treason against humanity, and 
forfeited not only the benefits of the mar- 
riage law, but of liberty itself. They will 
cease then to intrigue to be freed from one 
bond, seeing they cannot form another.

IN ENGLISH. 

(Revelation of St. John, Chapter rvill.)

LARISON is the name of a new lan- 

guage invented by an Englishman 

to take the place of Volapuk, or, 
rather, to supply the place which Volapuk 
failed to fill. Its name suggests its char- 
acter. It is clear and simple. 


The inventor modestly points out the 
difficulties and seeming errors of Volapuk, 
and, in the London Year Book, shows how 
he has endeavored not only to avoid them, 
but to improve on the plan in every par- 
ticular. 


In the first place, he has founded his 
new language on Latin-English forms of 
speech; for, he asserts, the Engl'sh-speak- 
ing people of the world will necessarily de- 
termine the fate of any language intended 
to be universal. 


It is not Intended that Clarison shall 
take the place cf any language now in use. 
It will be “simply an additional method of 
expression; a kind of universally under- 
stood notation; a kind of linguistic short- 
hand, to serve as a perfect means of com- 
munication for commerce, for discourse 
and for the conveyance of general, scien- 
tific and technical knowledge” 

The qualities necessary to a universal 
language, the inventor believes, are these: 
1.) Great ease of acquirement. 

2.) Undeviating regularity. 


8.) Perfect simplicity 
4.) Completeness of "expreasion. 


The English language is so thoroughly 
Romanized that we even have Latin equiv- 
alents for most of our simple Saxon words. 
We do not employ “‘canis,’” but we speak 
of “canine;”’ we use “‘finger’’ and ‘“‘digital;’’ 
“‘woman’’ and “‘feminine;’’ “‘boy’’ and ‘“‘pue- 
rile;” “yearly” and “annual.”” As this rich 
Roman stock is common to all European 
tongues, its employment as the basis of a 
new international language seems inevita- 
ble and fortunate.

In Ciariegon there are no awkward com- 


binations of consonants, such as are oc- 
casional in English, and frequent in Ger- 
man: all words, of course, are absolutely 
phonetic in spelling. In point of pronunci- 
ation it should be observed that a slight 
amount of license ia permitted to people 
of diverse nationalities; thus an English- 
man will pronounce the “d"’ in Clarison aft- 
er his native fashion; the Continental 
may pronounce it with the tip of his ton- 
gue, and with a slight suggestion of “dh.”

Prof. Th. Ribot, the great French 
psychologist, says that they do, de- 
the old-fashioned notion that we 
must think in words or not at all.

“fence ‘has been bullt between Fort Stockton 
and the Pecos River and our white popula- 
tion has increased at least 25 per cent.

We will see numerous 
fences all around us and wells where there 
is now not even a water hole. Those who 
des're pastures and ranches need not be 
crowded out if they are on the alert, “Lease 
and lease quick’’ was the advice given a 
few months ago. Now we repeat the same 
words, only more emipahtically. Do not wait 
until all of the land is taken up and then 
make a fruitless search for a suitable rancn, 
Secure it now, while you can, The Monu- 
ment Spring country is fenced, likewlse the 
Santa Rosa. So with the Sulphur Springs 
tract and the country across the Diamond 
Creek. In a few days the headwaters of 
Leon w'll be under fence, Then the question 
arises, “Where will our stock find range 
and water?’ There is but one answer to 
the question, one solution to the problem, 
and that is, secure your pasture, build 
fences and drill wells. The time is now 
bere when you will have that to do or go 
out of the stock business. Many a post 
hes been set in this county since last Sep- 
tember and as many more will be set be- 
fore the year expires. Those who desire 
to lease had better act quick, or they will 
find no land available.

INVENTED BY A ST. LOUISAN. 
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bh. MERRECK of St. Louls believes 
R he has solved the problem of per- 

*petual motion. He has designed @ 
Diewele for a practical test. An outline of 
the model Is shown herewith. 

Mr. Merreck has patented his invention 
and he describes it for the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch. 

“It is eimplicity tteelf. 

“My idea t*# to work the pressure from 
the seat. The moment a person mounts 
the wheel hie welght pushes itt forward. 
I eure that a epeed of a mile in two 
minutes may be attained, 

“As at presented constructed the motion 
of a wheel depende entirely upon the cen- 
ter of gravity. That ie to say the weight 
reste solely in the center of the wheel. 

“My idea i to give the machine mo- 
mentum by a small wheel within and rest- 
iug On the forward rim of the rear wheel. 
Its position is vertical. 

[etter A represents the adjustable bar 
which serves a¢ a brake to regulate the 
Speed and connecta with the power wheel 
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a patent, have been received from Wash- 
ington. 

There is no reason why a railroad or ma- 
chine of any kind may not be operated on 
the same principle. If my perpetual motion 
bicycle is a success there is no doubt that 
it can be done,”’ 

Mr. Merrecks formerly lived in Carroll- 
ton County, Ohio. He its a jack-of-all- 
trades, yet a poor man. His present resi- 
dence is at Maplewood. 

T. P. Cronin, a machinist, in charge of 
the Columbla bicycle works, this city, says 
of Mr. Merreck’s plan: 

“It is entirely feasible, but I question 
whether sufficient speed can be obtained. 
A similar scheme was tried a few years 
ago, but without success. The best speed 
made, I believe. was eight miles an hour, 

“Mr. Merreck’s idea varies somewhat 
from any heretofore suggested, It is im- 
possible, however to predict its success 
without a practical test." 

Cc. J Geer. who has contracted to bulld 
the model, said: “I am sure it will be a 
success and that perpetual motion bicycles 
will be all the rage in St. Louls this sum- 


keeps the smal] wheel at a vertical angle. mer. The theory is without a flaw, and 


This is the propelling force. There are no 
spokes in the larger wheel, and the small 
grooves in E. F. operate on .the track 
around it. 

I is the center of gravity, and shows 
where the pressure now rests.

63D ANNIVERSARY 
OF SAN JACINTO. 


H OUSTON, Tex., will celebrate in most 


elaborate style next Friday and Sat- 

urday the d anniversary of the 
battle of San Jacinto. Last year the oc- 
casion was celebrated In a highly satisfac- 
tory manner, but the programme has beeh 
greatly enlarged for this year and this cele- 
bration may be made a permanent feature 
of the city’s affairs. 

Throughout Texas the day is observed in 
some form or other, but particularly in the 
city of Houston, which bears the name of 
the gallant frontiersman who led the final 
charge against the Mexicans and made 
possible the Republic of Texas. 

At 11 o’clock next Friday morning there 
will be a great civic and military parade. 
During the afternoon, at the biggest con- 
vention hall in the South, a speech will be 
delivered by Congressman Joseph W. Bal- 
ley. At night there will be feasting and 
fireworks. 

Saturday morning there ,will be a grand 
flower parade, managed and participated in 
by the ladies of Houston. 

Among the features of the fireworks dis- 
play, to take place on the night of April 
21, is a portrait of Gen. Sam Houston in 
fire, set in a frame of magnolias which will 
turn from leaf to bud to flower, size 30x30. 
There will also be a magnificent fire pic- 
ture of the battleship Texas. 

Reduced railroad rates will be offered by 
all lines,-and Houston expects to see such 
a crowd aS Was never before gathered 
within her borders. 

The battle of San Jacinto was fought 
April 21, 1836, in Southeast Texas, near the 
junction of the San Jacinto River and Butf- 
falo Bayou, near the Gulf Coast. 

It was the last battle in the war for 
Texan independence. 

Harrisburg, then the seat of Government, 


Was abandoned April The ‘Inhabitants 
fled eastward before the advance of the 
Mexican army under Gen. Santa Anna, He 
had 1636 men. 

Gen, Sam Houston, the leader of the 
Texas forces throughout the war, had only 
700 men. The Mexicans burned Harrisburg 
on the night of April 18 and he was com- 
pelled to retreat. 

Then commenced a long march. The two 
armies took almost paralle! routes. Hous. 
ton determined to make a stand on the 
San Jacinto and hold the ferry there. On 
the 20th there was some lively skirmishin 
me oy on the day following the battle took 
piace. 

Every man of the Mexican army who was 
not killed was captured. Gen. Santa Anna 
escaped but was caught soon afterward. 
The Texas soldiers clamored for his life, 
because of the many atrocities he had com. 
mitted or incited, but milder counsel pre- 
vailed. He agrees to use his influence to 
secure the Independence of Texas and was 
feconed n! President Burnett. Santa Anna 
led but the power of Mexico in that quar- 
ter was broken, and Texas became a free 
country. The Republic was then formed 
and annexation to the United States took 
piace a dozen years later.
